A Gna! conference at Topeka is 
to decide who shall swear to the in- 
formation on which it is expected 
White will be arrested. 

White's colors still are fiving 
has not removed the placard, ere 
amnounces: “We are for the strik- 
ing railroad men 50 per cent.” 

The Governor has threatened his 
arrest for displaying the card. hold- 
ing that it ts a violation of the law, 
‘which forbids picketing. 


What promises, however. to be the | 


last conference before decisive ac- 
tion, will be held today at Topeka, 
the Governor indicated last night. 
This conference follows one held 
here last night between emissaries 
of the two principals. The Governor 
bad said he hoped by that confer- 
ence to persuade White to remove 
the placard. Judge J. A. McTer- 
mott,. of the Industrial Court. car- 
ried an offer of peace to White if 
he would haul down his flag. 

White instructed his representa- 
tive, Attorney Henry Ganse, to say 
that he would not back down.
